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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

In the claims, claims 1-2, 8-23 and 32-56 are cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-7, 22-31 and 56-58 are pending in the instant application. 

From Pre-Appeal conference on 1 1/29/2005, claims 3,5-7,24,25 and 57 are 
allowed; claims 28-31 depend on claim 26 and are objected to; and claims 
1,2,4,22,23,26,27,56 and 58 are rejected. 

The BAPI Decision on 6/27/2007, affirm in part in that claims 1 ,2,22,23, and 56 
are sustained; claims 26,27 and 58 are allowed. 

Since claims 28-31 are depended on the allowed claim 26, they also are in 
condition of allowance. 

Therefore, claims 3-7,24-31 ,57 and 58 are allowed.
